Reconmiondiition No IW, by Mr. Kidd, 
of C'liifii4<i), unfavorably h't'i'tionwl in 
the rejwrt of commit fee nii lawH — a very 
important measure wan taken up im- 
mediately. The ncoumientlatiDn urges 
the amending of Section 7, Artic le 14 nf 
the constitution, by iiisertiiiLC after the 
word 'hbair' in tlic tentli lino the fnl- 
lowinf,-- |ja.*a4<t'; "ininit^liatfly lall iipon 
the c ir),'atiizer uf the district, w.'m .■^liall 
rejiair tu tfie city invulvi il, and failing 
to etlV-ct a aetllenient of iho (jUe«tiou at 
issue, he hhall call meetings of all the 
onions represented in the allied printing 



trades conf;!! m saia dty. and should 
a majority of said allied traoee dedde by 
a three-fourtha vote to strike, such ac- 
tion shall be deemed bindhig xxpoa them 
all, and a strike maybe authorized with- 
out appealin'; to the executive coondl of 
of International Typographical nnion.

The argument over the recommenda- 
tion appeared to set the interests of the 
small unions against those of the larger 
'Ones, and nearly every ddefate inuie 
neattng hali spoke upon it It soon be- 
came evident that the conunittee^ min- 
ion was not concurred in by many m the 
members, and that the majority wanted 
to have Mr. Kidd's recommendation be- 
fore them in order to alter It and suit 
their own views. After an hoar'a dis- 
cusdon the committee's negi^e report 
was rejected and the convention took up 
the rec<omm«idation for amendment. 

Mr. Joseph Ghites. of Indianapolis, 
moved to sti-ike out the proviso which 
permits the measure to apply to . no 
dties other than to those where allied 
printing tradea ooondls exist. In the 
midst of the debate, the committee on 
credentials atked permisdon to present 
a report of its work. The most fanpori- 
ant case waa the cont e atefl dection of 
John McMillan, a ^legate from Press- 
men's tinion Na 8, OTChicago, who was 
opposed by Bemard27dan.. 

The committee favored the seating of 
Mr. McMillan. Both contestants were 
accorded the privilege of the floor for 
five minutes, and the scale turned final- 
ly in favor of McMillan, bnt the effect 
of tb» norlminations was so nnplaaaant 
that tha convention qniddy NaolTed to 
never again extend the privllage of the 
floor to rival candidatee for admiaaton. 

It waa found that forthir conaldeir»' 
tion of the report on the oommittee on 
credentials would consume too much 
time, then the other cases were post- 
poned until later in the day. 

A reaohition sabmitted by the special 
committee on the Childs-Drexd home 
for union printers, at Colorado Springs, 
was taken up. Mr. Snyder, the chair- 
man, sdd he had asked nearly eveiy 
member of the board of directors for the 
bids for the ereetian of the home, and 
for all the oorresnondence relative to 
them. AH whom ne saw denied having 
theponera. He add that thqr wen »- 
pointed to k«ok into the oaae. bnt conld 
not doso onleestheylMdtiiedocaments 
bearing upon it "The rsadntlan In- 
strocte the board to famish ns with these 
docamants, and I hope it will pass."

was renewed. 

Other, things attended to was an invita- 
tion to the ronventitm from Colonel El- 
liott F. Sbepard, of the New York Mail 
and Express, to attend the opening o' 
his new pn'ilication building. Instead 
of accepting, the delegates dedded that 
a committee of five should wait on him 
and ask him to employ only union press- 
men and stereotypers. If he acceded ti 
the demand they would attend the open- 
ing. "

BUT ONE PERSON WAS KILLED.

Peoria, IHs., Jtme 15.— A cyclone 
vidte4 Qalva, a small village forty-five 
miles north of this dty on the Rock 

Island anil Pcuria. Monday iiif;ht, thf 
details of which lia** been hard toobtjiin 
on account of all wire coumiunication 
having l)een destroyed. From what can 
be learned almost the entire village, 
which contained 8,000 people, has b^n 
swept away and at leaat one life lost 
and quite a number of people injured. 

The stonn was preceded by terrible 
lightiung, which did great damapre. The 
tnnperature fell rapidly and the cyclone 
which followed tne electrical stoim 
swept the town away. Many tied to cel- 
lars and scf't( > i f [x-i iplc were found 
after the storm ui ci.^terns and wells, 
where they had taken refuge. 

The FTfv Methodist church was en- 
tirely denioli/it-d and the congreg:ation 
inn>i"isoneil m its ruins, several beini; 
senonsly injure*!. It is miraculous that 
any of the ticcnpants e^^^•aped with their 
lives. 5Iaii> persons wen- hurt at tlK'ir 
homes or ujc 1)1 the streets by fiviiig de- 
bris. Hnn;iirs and lianiett's elevators 
are destroyeci. At lea.st half of the bus- 
iness hou.ses are unr(.>ofed and from 
eighty to one hundred liomes wreckv^d 
or deist roved. The Hays planter factor 
was biully liatna^retl ajid thp Mulford 
heater faitf'ry inirtiy demolislied. Tne 
Union niik a louipiete wi-eck. 

There i-> i\. t a building in the entire 
Iilace thiU diti'- not show some evidfiice 
of the tearf ul Htoriii. Only one life has 
been lost ;irt the result of the storm so 
far, but nearly a score of persons re- 
ceived injuries, from wliii-h some of 
them may noi ri'cover. Au^ru.st Olsi n 
was killed at hi-- home by falliiifi walls. 
Amon-^ the iiijured are Au:;ust, ( 'liarles 
and Unhla Carlson. Ernest Dickinson 
Mrs. .John Ericsson, Albert Ericsson 
and wife. Oscar, (rfiorgia and .Tidiii 
Ericsson, Mr- . Safstnnn,A. Wahlstruni 
Jager, Mrs. Melline, Mi.ss Melline and 
C. .1. .(ohn.son. Of these neai'ly all re- 
ceivetl their injuries by the uollapee of 
the Methods t church.' where UNf Were 
attendiuj^ a 'iiissioii meeting. 

The property loss is about $10(1. n(X». 
Much danii' 'e was done to propertj' 
throufrlioul linois by the storm. 

The storm \v;us so violent IhnX it wa.s 
felt in this city. The electrical storm 
here was the worst .seen in many years, 
and the temi)erature fell many degrees 
in a few mr -nent.s. The day was in- 
tensely hot and there wan a premonition 
of imiiending trouble in the breathless 
atmosphere. Later in the evening there 
was a terrible rainstonu, wliich flooded 
everything. 

This is snjiposed to be the outskirts of 
the cychaie wiiiuh wiped Qolvn fkom the 
face of the ei^rth. 

There are eight telegraph lines \)v 
tween this ( ity and t'liica^'o lielunging 
to the Wastei-n I'uion, .iml all but one 
of them arc jwu. This leads to the be- 
lief that the storm was widespread.

Union Printers Claim He Has Not Car- 
ried Out His Affrtmtal 

Nbw Yobk, June 13.— The AdvvrtiMr, 

prints the followin;;: " T'^nion printers of 
J>ew York are greatly disturhed because 
Whitelaw Beid has not kept faith with 
the compositors. Mr. Reid notified Typo- 
graphical Union No. (1. that he had de- 
cided to supplant nun-nnioii by union 
men, and that he was ready to i%ceive 
from that body the names of men from 
whom he might select a foreman. The 
namea were selected. There the matter 
rested, for neither Mr. Reld nor tboae 
whom he leaves in char.i^e of hiiofiice 
•during his absence made any to the 
letter oontaininir the names o( tbt tlifte 
«andiiiatey, any one of whom woold be 
accejjtable to union printers. 

"The printers appointed a committee 
to Ro to the Republican National conven- 
tion in Minneapolis, and lay before the 
appropriate committee the facts, and at 
the same time they explained that the 
union printers would offer no objection 
to Mr. Reid at the polls. Beyond that 
the committee of printers had uo instruc- 
tions. 

Mr. Roid is iioniiiiuted, but the non- 
union typesetters continue to operate the 
maehlnee in the Tribune ofHce. And 
what is more, thi> report comes from Min- 
neapolis that Typographical Union, No. 
6, worked to hdp Mr. Reid secure the 
nomination. 

"Ai\ official of Tyi)u;,'ia|ilii(al Ciiioii, 
No. t>, said: 'I, lor (jiu', ni'vcr tlioii^jht 
Mr. Reid intended to keep his word. He 
has employed non-union printers for 
fifteen years. .\ man who has fought 
union printers fifteen years is not likely 
to change his mind in a day. Consequent- 
ly, I doubt whether he^«ill dLspenwe 
with the services of the non-union men 
he has. If President Kenny took upon 
himself lo electioneei for Mr. Reid he 
will regret it, for it is an unwritten law, 
nevertheless one firmly observed, that 
typo);rnpiii( al unions shall not take any 
part in politics. Kven should we be called 
upon, on account of his treachery, to fight 
Mr. Reed at the polls, we would do it as 
individuals, but we'll fight him just the 
same. A meeting of Big Six has been 
called to hearthe report of this committee, 
whose members will be carefully ques- 
tioned about their moyements in Minno* 
apolis."
